n the Churches.

Pve heard and read many 
explanations of Paul’s words 
in regard to the women keep- 
ing silence in the churches, 
but there is a new one started 
now. Probably I had better 
gay that it is new to me for it 
may have been given before. 
I had read it from the pen_ of 
a great leader, but my special 
attention was called to it only 


a few nights ago by a testimo- 


ny given by a sincere honest 
hearted woman. 

God has certainly arranged 
His bible with peculiar genius 
and has it put together with 





such: odd combinations that 
the common sensibilities of 
man will become tangled and 
some where along the way 
people will expose themselves 
if they have any selfish inter- 
ests to support or selfmade 
principles to enhance or ad- 
vocate. 


One of these striking com-_ 


binations that has puzzled so 
many andl by giving their 
views have. exposed their 
ignorance so much is Paul’s 
declaration that women must 
keep silence inthe Churches. 
(1Cor. 14:34,35. and 1Tim. 


2:38, 33:) 

J will say nothing about 
the testimony of the sister re- 
ferred to as she no doubt got 
her idea of the meaning . from 
the above mentioned writer. 
It is not my purpose to take 
the writer into consideration 
either but I don’t feel that 
such teaching should be pass- 
ed by without measuring it 
carefully by the Scripture to 
see if it will hold good. 

The new explanation refer- 
red to above is merely this, 
That Paul was teaching that 
while under the law the wom- 
en must keep silence, but now 
as we are not under the law, 
but under grace there is no 
force in the instructions for 
women to keep silence, thus 
placing them om equality with 
mep inevery thing. ~— 


Were it not for the wide 


influence of the above writer 
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and teacher I would say noth- 
ing about it, but as it is I feel 
that a brief review of these 
Scriptures should be given. 
I candidly admit that I see 
no reason for such a statement 
by such a wide awake intelli- 
gent person. [ would not 
have been surprised had the 
teaching originated with one 
of less knowledge of the Bible, 
shorter experience in religion 
and one not’ versed in the 
meaning of language. In fact 
it was such a shock to me 
that I banished it from my 
mind and probably would not 
have thought any thing more 
about it if [ had not heard 
the testimony above referred 
to that I had reason to believe 
came from the same I had 
read. 

In thestatement made by 
Paul there is mention made 
of the law, but this writer did 
not give any reference or 
shew any history where it was 
said that women were to keep 
silence under the law, nei- 
ther can the above writer find 
any place where the Bible 
states that women must keep 
silence as also saith the law, 
nor where the law gave such 
instructions. With all due 
respect to age and the writer 
[ am frank to repudiate such 
erronious teaching that will 
lead others who are innocent 
and unlearned and un- 
thoughtful into gross error. 

The clause where the law 
is mentioned reads thus: 
‘“*But they (referring to wom- 
an) are commanded to be un- 
der obedience, as also saith 
the law.’’

statement similar to the one 
referred to by Paul if not the 
very one is found in Gen. 3:

11—15, we have reason to be- 
lieve this is the law to which 
he was referring when he said 
she must be in obedience as 
also saith the law. In this 
Scripture he gives his reason 
for his statement that men 
must have the preeminence 
and that -women must not 
usurp authority over them. 
This, however, does not 
debar the woman from preach- 
ing, testifying, shouting and 
talking. She isto be under 
obeuience and not to usurp 
authority over the man. That 
is the very thing that got 
Adam and the whole human 
race into trouble. Eve got 
the forbidden fruit and taught 
Adam how to eat it and 
usurped enough authority 
over him to get him into the 
same thing she had gotten in- 
to: Paul is warning against 
such for he knew the 
was the weaker vessel and 
that satan could transform 
himself into an angel of light 
and deceive her as he had 
done Ive.

Not 
in a congregation where they 
have met for worship or 
preaching, but in the Church. 
She is to be in silence when 
the Church is considering 
matters of business or ques- 
tions of doubt as in the As- 
sembly at Jerusalem when 
they were discussing circum- 
cision. She is to take no 
active part in matters of. gov- 
ernment. 

The word Church means 
government. We have the 
government of the United 
States. Women are in the 


United States and are protect- 
ed by the government of the 
United States, but in the gov- 
ernment or business of the 
government they are silent or 
take no active part, but no 
objection is raised if they take 
part in political campaigns, 
rally and talk to secure the 
election of the man they think 
ought to be elected.

There is no more sure or safe in- 
dex to a man’s spiritual condition 
than his conversation. Our 
thoughts are revealed through our 
speech. Jesus said ‘“‘out of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh.’?’ When you follow a 
man’s words back to his thoughts 
you have gone home with him, for 
there is where he lives, that’s what 
he is, his thoughts, ‘‘as a man 
thinketh in his heart so is he.’’ 

There is much in God’s word 
concerning the conversation, God 
even said ‘*‘Whoso offereth praise 
giorifieth me: and to him that 
ordereth his conversation aright 
will I shew the salvation of God.’’ 
Ps. 50:23. 

Few seem to realize that so much 
depends on our words. When our 
hearts begin to turn toward God 
and His way, our conversation will 
very soon indicate it. 

The evil speaking will be put 
away, and will be despised and de- 
plored even in others with whom 
we may be associated. 

In writing the Ephesian christ- 
ians (Chap. 2, 3) St. Paul states 
that they once had their conver- 
sation with the children of disobedi- 
ence, but that was in the past, and 
had been put away with all the sins 
in which they then walked.~ In 
another place he told them to ‘‘put 
off the former conversation.” It 
was a part of the works of the “‘old 
man’’ who with his works were 
deceitful and were to be crucified 
and completely destroyed, from 
those who know the fulness of the 
christian’s experience, being con- 
formed to the image and likeness 
of Jesus. 

St. Peter says ‘‘Lay aside all 
malice, guile, hypocracy, and envy. 
It’s surely worse than some of us 
have considered it, but St. Peter 
so Classes it. 

We believe that those who do 


not make their conversation to 
**minister grace to the hearers,’ as 
St. Paul exhorted, are in a good 
way to let the above evils enter and 
take possession of the heart. 

Our lips are surely a guteway to 
the soul, end we should guard this 
gateway so very carefully. A man 
who is loose and reckless in his 
manner of speech is likely to be 
loose in other respects, and is not 
to be depended upon as a christian, 
or christian leader. A light empty 
conversation is surely backed by a 
soul that is void and empty of 
spiritual grace and power. 

A man whose tongue is free and 
loose to talk unkindly about his 
neighbors and other things that do 
not honor the Lord, is very much 
in need of more grace before God 
can use him to any extent. 

The christian man is acceptable 
to God in his conversation as well 
as in every other habit. He isan 
example in conversation, as well as 
in charity, faith and purity. and 
out of his ‘‘good conversation he 
shows his works with meekness of 
wisdom.’’ James 3;13. 

Jesus said that men should give 
account of every idle word in the 
judgment, and ‘“‘by thy words thoy 
shalt be justified, and by thy words 
thou shalt be condemned.’’ How 
few speak always in such a way 
that they have no words of condem- 
nation to meet at the judgement. 

In looking for that great day 
that shall try every man’s work, of 
what it is, we are exhorted to a 
life in ‘‘all holy conversation and 
godliness. ’’ 

These two, holy conversation and 
godliness go together, not separate. 

Perhaps many have failed to 
notice that our conversation has 
something to do with unity, and 
our standing together in the truth 
of the gospel. Read what St. Paul 
wrote the Philippians (chap. 1:27) 


‘Only let your conversation be as 
it becometh the gospel ef Christ: 
that whether I come and see you, 
or else be absent, I may hear of 


your affairs, that ye stand fast in 
one spirit, with one mind, striving 
together for the faith of the gospel.”’
